ROME (APt — Southern Eu­ 
rope's worst winter in a decade 
continued full force today, leav­ 
ing nearly 50 persons dead in 
Italy, Yugoslavia and Greece. 
The freeze isolated hundreds of 
mountain

and northern Greece and piled up 
unaccustomed snowdrifts in south­ 
ern Italy as it spread along the 
Mediterranean to Turkey. 
Italy counted 20 dead, Greece 
3 and Yugoslavia 25 in the recent 
days of extreme cold. 
Venice Canals May Freeze 
Hundreds of cattle and other 
livestock also have perished. 
Freezing winds whipped

seas against the Adriatic Coast 
all along eastern Italy. The ca­ 
nals of Venice, icing up for the 
past three days, threatened to 
freeze over for the first time 
since 1929.

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TAXPAYERS ARE HONEST 
The Kansas City Times quotes a midwest 
regional officer of the Internal Revenue 
Service as saying that an overwhelming 
majority of all federal taxpayers volun­ 
tarily file and pay their correct taxes. In 
his words, “By and large the citizens of 
this country, the taxpayers, do a tremen­ 
dous job . . . . And since this situation 
doesn’t exist in any other country it’s worth 
talking about.” Statistically, he added that 
about 97 or 98 per cent of all the tax dollars 
which the Treasury has coming reach it 
without any goading or legal steps by the 
government. 
Here, 
coming 
from 
an 
authoritative 
source within the government itself, is 
some potent ammunition for those who op­ 
pose the plan, which got nowhere in the 
last Congress but will be offered again in 
the next, to apply a federal withholding tax 
to income from dividends and interest. 
If this scheme were adopted the burden 
would fall heaviest on those who could least 
afford it — people in very modest income 
brackets, most of them elderly, who rely 
on income from those sources to keep their 
'leads above water. In many instances the 
withholding levied would be greater than 
tie tax that they actually owe. It is true 
jhat the over-payment could be recovered 
by making proper application to the Treas­ 
ury, but this is a time-consuming matter, 
and meanwhile, those involved would be 
without funds to which they are entitled. 
Moreover, numbers of them would not 
know of or understand the routine which 
ecovery of over-payment of taxes involves 
md so would lose income which is rightfully 
theirs. 
Certainly, the Internal Revenue Service 
with all its experienced personnel, with the 
fast sources of information which It has 
n its files, and with modern electronic 
iquipment which can catch up with the tiny 
percentage of tax evaders without a law 
which is based on the principle that just 
about everyone is crooked.

much excuse for talking. His State of the Union, 
budget and economic messages, despite their 
thousands of words, contained nothing basically 
new. 
Kennedy had talked publicly and repeatedly— 
about w hat he was going to ask Congress in 1963 
—not only before the legislators returned for 
this year’s session but before they ever finished 
last year’s. 
He had made it clear his No. I project this 
year would be a tax cut. So the whole subject 
was well aired before Congress returned. Since 
this was the heart of his messages, the messages

Congress did some of its usual grumbling — 
particularly because he asked a tax cut while 
predicting a budget deficit—but since this. too. 
was already pretty well known there was hardly 
surprise even in that. 
This doesn’t foreclose on typical cries of in­ 
dignation when Kennedy sends the details of his 
tax-cut plan to Congress Thursday. But by now 
the legislators are reconciled to the idea they’ll 
have to work on it. 
Kennedy’s technique of conditioning Congress 
into getting used to knowing what he wanted 
took the form of both speeches and news con­ 
ferences but it was the timing of the news con­ 
ferences which left Congress rather mute. 
He held three of them in the last few weeks 
before Congress returned, which meant he had 
the stage almost entirely to himself for laying 
down his ideas and programs. 
The first was his last regular news conference 
on Dec. 12, the second was his nationwide tele­ 
vision interview' by three new'smen Dec. 17, and 
the third was his New Year's Eve session with 
newsmen in Florida—the one at which his views 
originally were not to be attributed directly to 
him 
He did a number of things in those interviews: 
1. He got his point across: He wanted the 
m ain order in business in 1963 to he a tax cut by 
Congress. He explained why: to stim ulate the 
economy with more spending. 
2. He knew he wouldn’t have easy sailing. He 
took care of this by preparing the public for any 
disappointm ents he got. He said he might have 
a rough time with this Congress, even though 
it’s run by his own Democrats. 
3. He also prepared for disappointm ent those 
who m ight have their hearts set on other pro­ 
gram s this year, like medical care and federal 
aid to education. He said he w anted tax cuts 
first. 
He was making the best use of a good posi­ 
tion: He was talking from the position of a w in­ 
ner, and a popular one, when he repeatedly talked 
of w hat he wanted from Congress 
He had just bested Prem ier Khrushchev on 
Cuba. Not only that. Overseas problems, follow­ 
ing Khrushchev’s backdown on Cuba. had quieted 
down. This made it tougher on members of Con­ 
gress to squawk about w hat Kennedy w anted at 
home. 
They had to ask themselves: How are we 
going to a r g u e with success? 
Since everything has gone rath er quietly now 
at a tim e of the year when everything usually 
doesn’t go quietly, it won t be a surprise if Ken­ 
nedy uses the same technique at the end of 1963 
before Congress returns fn 1964.

The DOCTOR SAYS 


Shortness of Breath 


Is Emphysema Symptom 
Bv WAYNE G. BRAN DST ADT, MD.

Emphysema Is a condition in which the air 
enters the lungs more easily than it is expelled 
The disease is steadily increasing. This is in part 
due to the fact th at a larger proportion of our 
population is passing the half century m ark when 
they ar* more likely to get this ailment. 
A valve-like obstruction in the m inute term inal 
a ir passages causes a slowly progressive balloon­ 
ing of these air sacs. 
In later stages of the dis­ 
ease they may rupture and produce scarring. 
Although the exact cause is not known it is 
seen most commonly in men (IO times more men 
than women) who smoke more than one pack of 
cigarettes a day, who have frequent colds and a t­ 
tacks of bronchitis, and who live in industrial 
ai. .'is u ith air pollution 
In the early stage* of this insidious process 
there are no symptoms and the diagnosis can be 
made only at autopsy when a person has died of 
something else. 
As the disease progresses there 
is shortness of breath hut it comes on so gradually 
that most sufferers can’t tell exactly how many 
months or years they had it........................................... 
Many of them become alarm ed and blame their 
shortness of breath on asthm a, overweight, or 
heart disease 
Because exertion aggravates the 
shortness of breath they may cut down on their 
outdoor activity but this is likely to add to their 
difficulty. 
Meanwhile they may develop a cough 
which does not accomplish its purpose of ridding 
them of their sputum because the secretions from 
the lungs are thick and gluey. 
Because the air in the lungs is dammed hack, 
the chest may become enlarged, a condition known 
as barrel chest. 
And because the lungs are filled 
with old air th at cannot escape, there is less room 
for fresh air. As a consequence the blood coursing 
through the lungs does not pick up enough oxygen 
to nourish the tissues and in the late stages the 
face, hands, and feet may assum e a bluish tinge 
and the ends of the fingers may become bulbous. 
Since we doctors do not know the exact cause 
of this disease we do not know how to prevent it 
and. when much scarring has occurred, the un­ 
healthy lung tissue cannot be replaced by new 
tissue. 
However, much can be done if treatm ent is 
started in the early stages. 
A person with begin­ 
ning emphysema should report to his doctor when­ 
ever a cold or other acute respiratory disease is 
starting. 
He will bf well advised to give lip smoking or, 
if he can’t do this, to smoke less than a pack a 
day. 
Ile should keep himself physically fit be­ 
cause he xx ill thereby help to ward off other dis­ 
ease* anil will recover more readily lf he does get 
sick. 
Ile should give up any occupation that re­ 
quires him to spend his davt in dust or soot-laden 
/air. 
Furtherm ore, his doctor can give him medi­ 
cines that will iosen the thick mucous secretions 
in his lungs. 
Increasing his fluid intake also helps 
in this process. 
O ther drugs may he given to 
help dilate the small bronchial tubes that are ob­ 
structing expiration. 
In the early stages the n at­ 
ural exercise of easy laughter, humming, singing 
and w histling is beneficial as is walking in the 
fresh air.

With the 
object in mind to set our sight 
toward the future, it is well to 
analyze goals achieved and to 
make a firmer decision to do 
those things that were lost in 
the interest of immediate needs. 
Numerous Inquiries 
A great deal of time is taken 
out of the hours that used to be 
spent in historical research to 
answer the many inquiries that 
come to us for information. It 
becomes more and more appar­ 
ent that the work of the histor­ 
ian for this area has evolved in­ 
to one dealing with public rela­ 
tions and publicity. The requests 
that come to my desk include 
materials for use by feature writ­ 
ers who wish to do a specialized 
article on some particular phase 
of history in a town or Ulster 
County; 
letters 
dealing 
with 
questions on a family that re­ 
sided at one time in this area; 
photographs to be used for some 
magazine or newspaper; requests 
for materials 
to be used in 
schools throughout the country; 
information desired by people 
who are going to visit the area 
and want to learn where to stay 
for a night or perhaps a few 
days. I think one of the most 
interesting during the past year 
was trying to find a place where 
a Saint Bernard could stay with 
his master. 
Over 125 of the Terwilliger 
glass negatives taken about the 
period of 1890-1900 have been 
used to make 8x10 photographs. 
'Tho photographs show New Paltz 
scenes, 
Shawangunk 
residents 
and a number of old schools, 
houses, 
and 
other 
interesting 
views that give us much valuable 
information for the historical file. 
The residents of the New Paltz 
School Distinct finally passed on 
a new school building program 
by the narrow margin of nine 
votes. 
This is in part an indication 
that property owners are ex­ 
pressing their unwillingness to 
shoulder the increasing needs of 
education. 
Although state aid 
had been granted to districts 
during 1962 in larger amounts 
than ever l>efore in the history 
of education in New York State, 
there has to be some means of 
taxation that will not be direct­ 
ed 
upon 
the 
house 
owner. 
Changes come about slowly and 
in many instances our methods 
have long out-lived the needs of 
today. Property used to be an 
excellent measure by which to 
gauge the wealth of an individ­ 
ual. Our retired people and the 
great number of homeowners 
with large mortgages, give am­ 
ple evidence for a change in the 
tax structure. 
Clear-Thinking Needed 
New Paltz as a university 
town is definitely in the midst of 
“growing pains,” and a student 
of community planning would 
find a wealth of material for his 
thesis in this area. The prob­ 
lems are arising so rapidly that 
it is going to take a great deal 
of good d e a r thinking to find 
solutions in time. 
An excellent collection of Du- 
Bois-Hasbrouck 
papeis 
dating 
from the 18th century were pur­ 
chased in New York by the his­ 
torian through the generosity 


of members of the DuBois fam­ 
ily and friends. The papers are 
very interesting mainly due to 
the fact that they deal with po­ 
litical developments in our na­ 
tion during the administrations 
of William Henry Harrison and 
James K. Polk. The letters tell 
of political strategy used by the 
party whips to elect a presi­ 
dent. Other papers in the col­ 
lection 
pertain 
to 
business 
transactions between the DuBois 
Hasbrouck, Colden and other 
families of Newburgh, the fam ­ 
ilies in New Paltz. The entire 
collection came originally from 
the estate of General Nathaniel 
DuBois 
of 
Blooming 
Grove, 
Orange County. In viewing these 
papers, one must recall that 
Newburgh was a part of Ulster 
County until 1797. 
During the spring of 1962 a 
new group was formed to pre­ 
serve the Freer House on Hugue­

Street,

Paltz. 
The 
Freer-Low Association, like the 
Hasbrouck group, has as its pur­ 
pose the financing of present and 
future 
needs 
of

Homestead on Huguenot Street. 
Already a membership of over 
IOO people throughout the coun­ 
try is backing the efforts of the 
executive committee. The Has­ 
brouck group now has a mem­ 
bership of over 300 members. 
It has 
been found 
that 
a 
strong family group and friends 
of a particular house is the best 
means to preserve the group of 
historical houses on Huguenot 
Street, New Paltz. 
Each 
group 
is 
under 
the 
Huguenot 
Historical 
Society, 
New Paltz, Inc. 
Soon the fifth house to be 
owned by the Society will begin 
its new phase under the guidance 
of the Bevier-Elting group. The 
Biting family decided to turn 
the Bevier-Elting House over to 
the Society and the legal m at­ 
ters will soon be concluded. 
The Memorial House and the 
Col. 
Josiah 
Hasbrouck 
House 
were visited by approximately 
15,000 persons during 1962. This 
is certainly proof that the pub­ 
lic is interested throughout the 
country’ in seeing places of his­ 
torical significance. 
Guided Tours Suggested 
The time is rapidly approach­ 
ing when we should have a guid­ 
ed tour available for people w’ho 
wish to see this area and its 
main historical attraction. The 
tour should definitely take in the 
Tuthilltown Mill in the Town of 
Gardiner and the Shawangunk 
Church in the Town of Shawan­ 
gunk Church in the Town of 
Shawangunk 
as 
well 
as 
the 
houses on Huguenot Street, New 
Paltz 
and 
the 
Locust 
Lawn 
House on the Modena Road. Our 
visitors expect up to help them 
to see the best we have to offer 
with the least amount of effort 
as usually they do not have a 
great deal of time. Recently we 
have been asked by bus compan­ 
ies in New’ York City and Penn­ 
sylvania to plan a tour for them. 
This seems to be a most help­ 
ful plan to bring people to this 
area. 
During the past summer the 
historian had the pleasure of

Stone House Day Successful 
Stone House Day was its us­ 
ual success and is now achiev­ 
ing its place as a traditional 
event that people look forward 
to on the first Saturday of Au­ 
gust. This year it will be held 
Saturday, Aug 3. On my return 
East in August people told me 
of having visited New Paltz and 
praised the wonderful day given 
them on Stone House Day.

Potter said he was told by the 
governor’s office that Rockefeller 
was “keeping an open mind” on 


the case but would not make a 
decision until the federal court ac­ 
tion is resolved.

By JAMES MAHLOW 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Exemp­ 
tions are money saved in filing 
your 1962 income tax return. Each 
one you can claim means $600 sub­ 
tracted from your income before 
what’s left is taxable. 
Besides the $600 exemption al­ 
lowed each person filing a return, 
you 
get 
a 
$600 
exemption 
for 
each dependent. 
Husband-wife 
exemptions were 
explained in article No. 3 of this 
series. A wife is not a dependent. 
Who is? There are a lot of rules 
on I hat. 
They differ for different kinds 
of dependents. 
You would not. for iastance, get 
an extra $600 exemption for a de­ 
pendent 
because bo was 65 or 
blind as you would for yourself 
or wife if you or she were 65 or 
blind. 
You can claim your child as a 
dependent if ho was bora or died 
in 1962 (but not a stillborn child) 
if you contributed to more than 
half his .support in that part of 
1962 in which he was alive. 
One of the key points—in claim ­ 
ing your child, stepchild or adopt­ 
ed child as a dependent—is age 
19. 
If he was under 19. and you 
paid more than half his support, 
you can claim him as a depend­ 
ent no m atter how much income 
he had. 
Lf he was 19, and had $600 or 
more income, you couldn’t claim 
him as a dependent, even though 
you contributed to more than half 
his support, unless he was a full­ 
time student. 
He’s not considered a fulltime 


student if he had a regular or 
part-time job or went to night 
school or took a correspondence 
course. 
But suppose your dependent un- 
der-19 child or your over-19 child 
who qualified as a student depend­ 
ent had 
$600 or more income. 
Then what? 
He’d file his own return, taking 
his own $600 exemption and pay­ 
ing any tax owed. But on your re­ 
turn you could claim a $600 ex­ 
emption for him and you wouldn’t 
have to report or include his in­ 
come. 
C laim in g 
R elative* 
You can — in addition to your 
child, step child or adopted child 
—claim the following relatives as 
dependents if they fit the rules 
given later:

child. and so on; your brother,

parent. 
grandparent 
or 
gteat-grandparent, or other direct 
ancestor but not a foster parent;

Tass did not say how the work­ 
ers learned of the proclamation.

had designated 
last 
Tuesday 
“Ukrainian

land of their forefathers. 
“ It is fitting,” Rockefeller said, 
“ that we manifest our keen sym­ 
pathies with their hopes for the 
freedom of the Ukraine.” 
“ Look who is showing concern 
for us! Rockefeller, a capitalist 
who has waxed rich on the blood 
and 
sweat 
of 
millions,” 
said 
Pyotr Stepanchuk, who Tass de­ 
scribed as a building worker, a 
“hero of socialist labor,” and a 
deputy of the Ukrainian Supreme 
Soviet. 
“To our self-appointed benefac­ 
tor from abroad I say, ‘don’t butt 
your nose, Mr. Rockefeller, into 
our 
Soviet 
home,’’’ 
Stepanchuk 
said, according to Tass.

For Cuba: Ike 


NEW YORK 
(AP) — Former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
said 
in 
a 
television 
interview 
broadens Wednesday night that 
no plan was drawn up during his 
administration for a U.S. air cov­ 
er for a refugee invasion of Cuba. 
Asked about the decision not to 
use U.S. air power in the disas­ 
trous Bay of Pigs invasion in 1961 
after he was out of office, Eisen­ 
hower .said of his own administra­ 
tion: 
“ There was no way. We didn't 
even know’ at that time whether 
these refugees would he sufficient­ 
ly numerous and strong to do 
m ore than go into the eastern part 
of the island, in the mountains, 
and start a counter revolution. 
“ We more or less were thinking 
of guerrilla type of action until we 
could get 
enough forces to do 
m ore than that. We did hope to 
get there to find a man that was 
acceptable to the Cuban people. 
That was our general feeling, but 
there was no specific strategic or 
tactical plan developed before I 
had left.” 
Eisenhower said, however, that 
he had “no kick with the plan’’ 
for air cover for the invaders. 
“ If that had been done.’’ he 
added, “ that might have made the 
difference, 
because 
once 
these 
forces were ashore, ready to take 
care of themselves, it might have 
been easy to get more reinforce­ 
ments through from the island it­ 
self and, finally, to recognize a 
government there.” 
The United States decision not 
to supply 
air 
cover 
has been 
blamed widely for the failure of 
the Bay of Pigs invasion. 
President Kennedy has said he 
beam personally the ultimate re­ 
sponsibility for this country’s tac­ 
tics in complection with the inva­ 
sion. 
Eisenhower’s comments were in

interview with commentator 
W alter Cronkite on the ‘"CBS Re­ 
ports’’ program. The hour-long in­ 
terview was taped last Monday at 
Palm Desert, Calif., where Eisen­ 
hower is vacationing.
